Tho First Picture—writing done in 
the land of Two Rivers has been lost 
because it was written on wood or 
leather. 
By the time people there 
learned to write on clay and stone, 
they knew better ways of making 
words. 
They now wrote by sounds. 
Let us see how that wfould be done 
in our own language. 
Suppose we 
wanted to say "beehive/* w ed draw 
a picture of a bee and place after It 
the picture of a hive. 
That would 
read "beehive," and would be very j 
simple. A harder word to wrl.e with I 
pictures would be “belief.” There is j 
no picture which could be said to 
look like that word. What could we , 
do? 
We could sound it out. 
First we could draw’ a picture of a 1 
bee, then of a leaf. 
What would be the sound cf those 
two pictures? 
"Bee-lear or “belief." 
In the same way, pictures of an 
eye and a doll might stand for "eye- 
doll*’ or "idol.” 
That was the sort of thing ihe peo­ 
ple in Egypt and the Land of Two 
Rivers learned to do. 
Some words written In that way 
are shown. 
You see two sides of a 
flat piece of clay. 
On one ride, a 
man wearing a hat is holding

On the other side of this 'ablet Is 
picture-sound writing. 
It tells about 
gifts brought to the temple.

Green olives, grapefruit, tomatoes, 
the banana—these were once practi­ 
cally unknown to Americans, whose 
taste for them had slowly to be cul­ 
tivated.

H. S. and ll. S. Bailey suggest thas 
several other fruits from Central and 
South America may yet become well 
know n. One Is the white capone, which 
has a sour-bitter flavor, like grapefruit, 
but a smooth, custard-like texture, and

liked 
by 
many 
northern visitors. 
Evjieriments Indi­ 
cate that Florida and California can 
produce it. 
The chayote is immensely 
liked in South America and the West 
Indies, while In Brazil the grape-like 
fruit of the Jaboticaba tree Is a fa­ 
vorite. 
But It would appear that Americans 
miss more in not knowing the Brazilian 
custard-apple or sugar-apple than any­
